Heads Up 


Asparagus will soon be coming 
on'the market In good supply. 
This aristocrat of the—vegetable 
family is in season for so short 
atime that it is a veritable spring 
treat. 

There are two types of aspara- 
gus. Practically all of the green, 
thin variety is edible, when in 
season. Of the thick green kind, 
which shades to purple and white 
at the stem end, only the green 
portion is edible. The edible por- 
tion of bothiis about 4 or 5 inch- 
es from the tip. When the lower 
stalks are pithy, ~ with hollow 
places, the asparagus has prob- 
ably been cut'so long that the 
juices have dried up. Bud ends 
that have opened slightly are an 
indication of over maturity. Wilt- 
ed spears are easily detected. As- 
paragus that is not fresh will be 
stringy and flavorless when cook- 


The stem should be cut or brok- 
en off, a little at a time until the 
julcy section is reached. 


Wash Thoroughly 


Because asparagus grows 50 
close to the ground it Is necessary 
to wash it very thoroughly to 
make sure there are no particles 
of sand under the scales. It is 
usually necessary to removo the 


d,| seales as particles of grit cling 


beneath them. Tender asparagus 


*! should not need to be scraped. 


Asparagus heads are extremely 
tender and therefore easily brok- 
en, so the spears should be tied in 
bunches and cookea with the tips 
up. The tall top of the double 
boiler makes a good asparagus 
cooker. Some homemakers pur- 
chase an enamel coffee pot for 
this purpose exclusively. The 
water is never allowed to cover 
the tips, rather let the lower part 
of the stalks boil in the water,

to foughen the asparagus so it is 
better to add it after the first, 10 
minutes of cooking. +t 
The water from cooked aspara- 
gus is one exception to the oft- 
repeated rule “save the vegetable 
water”.

' DESIGN. IN HOUSES 

Britain is td build 150 houses, each of different design, 
as a test of new building methods. The aim is to determine 
the types of construction, fittings and equipment likely to 
ensure the best living conditions in inexpensive homes. It 
fs proposed that groups of ten houses should be built on 15 
Gifferent sites. They would be constructed in pairs facing 
south and be fitted with heat insulation of a specified 
standard. But this is the only feature in which the houses 
would resemble one another. There would be for instance, 
three varying ground floor plans and a different layout for 
the first floors. There would also be variations in mater- 
jals used, in methods of ventilation, in of heating 
and cooking as well as in facilities for food storage. It is 
anticipated that the results of these com ve trials 
will be of the greatest importance to health authorities, 
local authorities and building experts.

of 1949, 

The output dropped $9 billion 
from the previous quarter's 
high, bringing it down to a $255,- 
900,000,000-a-year level, the Com- 
merce Department estimated last 
night. 

One reason for this decrease in 
the dollar total was that prices 
were lower. But even 80, consum~ 
ers and private business bought 
less while retaining more in 
savings than they had been doing. 

There had been mild postwar 
declines before, from one quarter 
to another. But the biggest prev- 
fous quarter-to-quarter decline of 
the postwar era was one of only 
$1,300,000,000, and that came in
